OUR SHIPPIHQ- IHTEEEST 


The measures now pending in Congress 


looking to the encouragement and revival 
of our ship-huilding industries and the restor- 
ation of our declining commerce, concern a 
matter of vital interest, not only to New 
England, hut the whole country, and it is to 
be hoped that when tins subject is reached, it 
will receive that ittenlion which its impor 
tance merits 


That OUF Commercial marine has dwindled 


to a fraction of its former proportions within 
a comparatively short period, and that our 
seaports are crowded with foreign tonnage 
engaged in the trade which we once con 
trolled, are facts which, need no demonstra 
tion The causes of this decline, immediate 
and remote, have been fully discussed in pn 
vate and public since the close of the war, 
and are no longer a matter of controversy 
The important fact that our commerce is 
cnppled and almost destroyed, is sufficient to 
command our earnest attention, and should 
receiie the careful consideration of Con- 
gress 
The snecial Committee, ot -which Mr 


Lynch is Chairman, have given, this subject 
much, time and study, and have laid before 
the House the statistics and opinions obt an- 
ed from the principal Commercial districts ol 
the country, and recommend the adoption o; 
certain measures as calculated to revue this 
paralyzed business 


Whethe^ these measures are all well adapt- 


ed to the desired result, or are the best which 
can be devised, is of course open to question, 
and we trust that the best ability of Congress 
Will be brought to bear in sustaining all that 
is good, and to improve all that is faulty in 
these propositions That the refusal of the 
Committee to recommend the opening of our 
Registry to fore gn built vessels, is based upon 
sound policy, we are com meed, and theef 
forts which have been made lit Sew York to 
secure the repeal of our Navigation laws onlj 
confirm this opinion The Commercial as 
sociations of that city are represented by men 
whose mtere&ts are identified with foreign 
shipping, many of them directly connected 
v, ith foreign mercantile houses anU others 
owning a large number of American built 
vessels transferred under foreign 
color; 


during the war, and which they now wish re- 
stored to a full competition with our survn 
mg vessels 
"We have no idea that Congress 


will listen for a moment to this proposal 
Such a policy would besuicidal Thismatter 
is totally distinct from the ordinary questions 
of free trade and protection 
Our shipping 


is a national interest 
Our vessels bear with 


them -nhere\er they go the impress of nation 
ality, and represent the labor and the skill of 
our people Is o nation can sustain a pon er 
ful navy which has not the ability to draw 
from 
private 
yards, the thousands of 


skilled mechanics which emergencies de 
mand and without the stimulus and impulse 
given bv private enterprise, improvements 
and inventions, sneh as have revolutionized 
the navies of the world -within ten years, 
would be impossible and unknown 
The ef 


ficie^cy of our navy -will depend in the future 
as it has in the past, upon the condition of 
our mercantile marine, and if you destroy the 
latter as a school of American mechanical 
and nautical science yon. strike down our 
navy at the same blow Much might T>e savl 
on this subject from a business point of view, 
but we cannot think that a proposal which 
would place us completely at the mercy of a 
foreign power m case of wur, will receive the 
slightest encouragement from Congress We 
smcerelj trust, however that the deplorable 
condition of our shipbuildmg interests will 
be fully, earnestly and wisely considered, and 
that such action may be had in the premises, 
as mil cause our long silent yards to resound 
once more with the bustle of industry, and 
our beautiful vessels to go forth again over 
e^en ocean, the matchless trophies of Araer 
ican skill

Between certain breeds, there 


is no perceptible difference for the table, 
while there is a marked difference m the hem 
for the pi eduction of eggs. 
The Brahmas 


and Gray Dorkings stand about as high, for 
table fowls as any other gallinaceous bretd 
Still, some poultry fanciers of respected au 
thonty, have expressed a preference for the 
Crevecceus, which, are an excellent fowl The 
excellence of the flesh of any fowls will de- 
dead, in a large degree on the manner of 
rearing and fattening. 
If the chickens of 


Brahmaa, for example, are fed well when 
young and are kept growing, being fed with 
ncn ieed, untu they have obtained their full 
size, those who eat them will not hesitate to 
pronounce their flesh the most superior of the 
gallinaceous tribe. On the contrary, if the 
Brahmas be allowed to shirk for themselves, 
and to build up then- frames and muscles on 
bugs and grass, their flesh will appear very 
inferior to other fowls of a leas desirable 
breed, when well fattened.
